2. Document D1 shows the following features of claim 1 (the references in 
parentheses applying to this document): 

a method for managing a memory in a video processing device (Figs. 1-2) 
comprising 

disabling a first memory and a second memory (e.g. 430-433); 

switching an output from said first memory to said second memory (e.g. via 
LMSEL0..1..2 in Fig. 7, and H_LHLD, PD, H_OPLD in Fig. 6) in response to a 
portion of a video signal (see col. 4, lines 19-24); and 

enabling said first memory and said second memory (see above) . 

Various further interpretations are possible due to the broad scope of the claim. 
Thus, the features of claim 1 are completely anticipated. 

Thus, the subject-matter of claim 1 is not novel contrary to Article 33(2) PCT. 

3. The subject-matter of independent claims 8 and 1 3 differs therefrom only in that 
the memory managing relates to memories storing filter coefficients. 
This is however also known from D1 , see the above identified passages, or at 
least rendered obvious. 

Thus, the subject-matter of claims 8 and 13 does not involve an inventive step and 
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does not satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 33(3) PCT. 

4. Dependent claims 2-7 and 9-1 2, 1 4-1 9 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the require- 
ments of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, the reasons being as 
follows: 



Insofar as the features of these dependent claims have not already been 
employed for the same purpose in similar methods, see document D1-D4, they all 
appear to relate to normal options a skilled-person could apply in the course of a 
routine design procedure without the exercise of inventive skills. 
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
